Further indication of the improve¬ 
ment in the relations between France 
and Germany as a sequel to the Lo¬ 
carno coriference lias just been af¬ 
forded with the formation in Paris of 
a “central council for international 
touring.”

During the twelve months ended 
October 31st, 1025, Canada exported 
tea. 53 countries and colonies 52,903 
cars valued at $25,168,869 and 
trucks valued at $5,016,000 and also

mobile exports during the corres¬ 
ponding period 1923-24 totalled 45,- 
194 cars valued at $23,109,331. 

A total of 18,261 acres was plant¬ 
ed to tobacco in Ontario in 1925, 
yielding 20,623,000 pounds accord¬ 
ing to figures issued by the Federal 
Government. In 1924, 12,372 acres 
were planted, yielding 12.135,000 
pounds. In 1925 the average yield 
per acre was 1,130 pounds as com¬ 
pared with 914 pounds per acre last 
year. 

Branch offices of Japanese flour 
mills are to be established in Win¬ 
nipeg soon, it is understood, so as to 
be in a good position to buy^wheat. !

the insignificance of a fly on a floor, gazing at a huge 
piece of a gilded brown color, so marked are the In¬ 
dentations shadowing the island's precipitous sides— 
all jags and points. 

The little town on the island is hidden with an Afri¬ 
can shyness, among palm trees. Some fine buildings, 
church and government, offset the mile upon mile of - 
negroes’ wooden habitations that persist until the foot¬ 
hills of the' island's watershed backbone; from below, 
so solemn in its eminence; from above, so imprac¬ 
ticable in Its crenellations, gullies and rifts Through 
the craggy interior splash threading streams and 
frothy torrents over rocky shelves often garlanded with 
greenery and rare fronds. 

To the north-west where the mountain turbulence 
subsides, the serried ranks of the sugar-cane are mar¬ 
shalled as far as the eye can see, and banana trees 
grow in the rich red loam.

So sugar Is this 
island’s staple industry. Permission to view a sugar- 
mill can be obtained. Nor should the experience be 

ilssed. The bundles of sugar cane, loaded with sap. 
up an endless sliding band, to be crushed in a 
mangle, the stems coming out in dry shreds, the rich 
juices flowing away to the circulators, large drum con¬ 
tainers and copper kettles that boil it. Then vanes, 
revolving internally, whisk the juice at high velocity- 
thus cry3taHjzing it to the consistency seen in bowls 
at .the breakfast table. A by-product of the process, 
once thrown away, now as important as its parent In¬ 
dustry, is the well-known West Indies rum. 

Down grassy slopes by the northern shore where a 
sea of crystal blue cleanses a strip of shining sand, 
bathers swim for hours, unwilling to leave the pleasant 
warmth of the water for the slightly cooler outside sir.
